paration againſt that Country, 
with his deſcending in perſon into Walachia , and 
comming to many skirmiſhes and battailes, afford- 
ing as many rumors of the ſeucrall cucnts and ſuc- 
ceſſes in the ſame; inſomuch that many reported 
Poland was ouer-runne, and Sigiſmond{laine: Yet 
there is but one truth which thaz booke ingenerall 


ſers our: yer ſo farre ſhort of ſatisfation, thatic - 


comes not neere any particular indeede , whereby 
men went away, as if Gy had onely looked on the 
outward paincing and brauery ofa houſe, without 


ence bcing admitted to _—_ » how necelibey

and comdnient fiyas inthe inward toomes. Theres 
forc I willpromiſe youamends ; though in a plaine 
faſhion, and this relativf ſhall fupply the defeas' 
of theorthgr, For Iwill ently gooy tathe pug- 
poſe, and begin wi nn! Sept ” 
afterthe Polatks hadentfenched themſelnes , ahd' 
the Turkes'and Tartars came. as nceze ther. as. 
might. 

Know then, thatthe fecondof Feptemberfi#o ns 
», the Turkes and Fartars encamped echemſelucs by 
vs within a mile, or halfe a mile, and the ſame day 
began hotly vpanvs , brauingour trenches, which 
we would notendure,but came toblowes,and made 
a skirmiſh, in which eighthundred Turks periſhed, 
as by many Capriues and Priſoners,which we tooke 
inthe fight, was afterward confeflſed, beſides ſuch 
38 were flaine necrehand in the charges,and farreoff 
with the Bulkts , both ofour field Peeces and Mul- 
karieres-: on our fide periſhed T&rowts and Bochday, 
rwo Commaunders of Light-horſe, and the Lord 
Laxizzs of the Cohort of the Camp-Maſter , was 
ſhort in the footwith a great Bullet, two Maſters of 
the beſtmen of Armes {laine, and aboue 30.other of 
feucrall Companies hurt. 

Thethird of Seprember , ttiey proceeded in the 
fame manner, and we with ſome light excurſions ſec 
ypon them, till at laſtthey burſtout in three ſeuera[l 
parts againſt our trenches , eſpecially where our 
Coſlacks were quartred, and fo came to the very: 
out-Skirts of6ur Poliſh Army, who had command 
to keepe themſelues within their Tents and _—

quicklyretired : theſamecuening our noble 
paſſed ouer the River, and came into ourCain 
with all manner of comfort and , bur 
Army hebrought with him, with prouitfionof war- 
like nce, andother Munirion n for vs, 
could not comeatvs, by reaſon the Bridgebrake by 
the force ofthe water, which nor three dayes before 
fourth of » bythe Sunne riſing, 
the Emperourof Turkes, wouldnceds inperfon be 
, he Corn oof Bo—rryrwranrmn 
oO ks , bringing ma- 
2 held Pwicer and mounting ſuch, which they call 
A_ and ſo a great battaile » Which la- 
full flue houres : For the ks much en- 
damnified by the Artillary , made fo braue aſalley 
vpn the Turkes , that dreve them backe 
maine force,and put a number of themto the wor 
inſomuch that they aitered their determination,and 
ttheir /awkerksbeforerhe quarter,where the 
Camp-Maſfter was lodged , buthere it was roo hoe 
for them: and it did not {nu.cced, as they expected, 
fo they chargedthe Coflacks once againe, riding by 
our trenches ina brauing manner, and comming vp- 
.on them with an inſulting vieleace,which yet proſ- 
red not, as they expected : whereupen not an 
ure before Sunne ſetting , they charged them 
more violently , bur God was our defence at this 
time: 
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eime.:- For the Coſſacks made fo brave a ſalley,thar 


7 put the Turkes'to flight even to their Tenes, 
wi pears ras h a ſucceſle , that rhey 
ſurpriſed their Artillery, cooke many Tents,and ca- 
riedwith chem much furniture, and fo returned be. 
foredark night with the booty, to their own Camp 
and lodging. - | 455 | 

The Ft of December , we were quiet on both 
ſides: For the Turkes remoued their quarter alictle 
mare backward, yet with full reſolution to ſervpon 
vs againe , as by many priſoners we tooke was con- 
felled: whereupon we fell to ouraccuſtomed pray- 
ers to God, and about noone there fell a raine, and 
ſo there was nothing attempted that day, but that 
we preparce qur ſelues for the expughation, - 

The ſixt of &epeember, there fled vnto vs a Cof- 
ſack, one of the inhabitants by the river of Danu- 
bius, who had beene ſeauen yearein ſeruitude with 
the Turkes , -and affirmed , that there were fhinc 
2080. laniffaries in the laſt skirmiſhes , and expu- 
puatien of our Camp ; that the great Turkehim- 
ice would lad the whole Army in perſon, excepr 
ſuch-as he muſt, necds leanc for the defence of his 
Camp , and theſccurity ofhis cartel! : that already 
there beganto bea great dearth amongſt them, For 
foure pound of bread was worth 24. Aſpers of fil- 
uer, and aquantity of Barly or other Corne, equal- 
ling the halftbuthell ofthe meaſure af Camenentss, 
was valued ar feauen Florins, and 15. Aﬀpers, and 
that manydiſcontents-appeared amongſt them al- 
ready, The ſame day there came allo _—_ vs i

Dutch man , who had falne into the hands of the 
Turkes, asa priſoner with a Captaine of the Cof. 
ſacks, andhe afſurcd vs that on Friday Afis Bſ/ov, a 
man of great reputation among the Turkes , was 
firuck inthe forchead witha Bullet, and fo ſlaine 
and that ſo many Turkes were overthrowne in the 
laſt ſcuerall on-ſers vpon the Coſlacks, that they 
began to flye cuery where from their quarter and 
Cabbines : healſo related the cauſe, why the Turks 
were ſo quict, which was byrcaſon ofa larges, or 
donation of money the Turke beſtowed vpon ſuch, 
who had behaued themſclucs well in the laſt enter- 
priſe , preparing for new aſſaults : and this was the 
eruth of the marcer. 

The ſcaucnth of September che Turkes came vp- 
on vSagaine inthe after noone, and outragi- 
ouſly in great companies affauleed our Bulwarkes, 
which were yet vnperfeted , and lay ſomewhat 
naked to oppofition, aſcending the ſame , and ta- 
king as it were pofſcſhion : but with equall loſſe, as 
it appearcd for the time , vatill the noble Lord 
Steward of the Kingdome , who came there by 
chance with his — of Horſe, ſer vpon them 
moſt valiantly , and by the aſfiſtance of the Lord 
Caftellano Plocen, and P.Redomins , put them off the 
walls co a fore-flight, as farre as the wood ſited 
cuen before the Turkes Campe , whether they fol. 
lowed them in the flaughter : as for ſuch Turkes 
w firſt nn to reaper — anon , and 

our Mounts , periſhed ypon them, we 
not looſing abouc rwelue _ of Armes in that 


ſeruice, 
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ſeruicc, with ſome few other hurt , cxcept Coftella- 
us Placen, who with many wounds returned, and 
died thenextday : Bur the aſſault againſtthe Col- 
{acks endurcd from noone to night ; ours onely 
laſted from the after-noone to Sunne ſetting , yet 
toth continued with ſo fcarefull effects , that the 
multitude of the {laughtred was apparant , and 
the Enemies carkafles lay in heapes in the fields : 
Yea, it was remarkeable , how all that night the 
Turks madea ſearch with lighted fire-brands , and 
other Lamps, for ſome perfon of account amongſt 
the dead bodies, which as ſome of their owne fugt- 
tives affirmed, was one of the Yiceer Baſſas, whe was 
miſſing,and could not be found. Es 

The cighth of September, there eſcaped out of 
the Turkes hands a Coſſack , who had long lainein 
fetters, he caine to vs by night, and toldevs plaine- 
ly , that the Turkes had loaden many Cammels 
with the encumbrances of the Army , and furni- 
ſhed the cariage Horſes, as if they meant to make 
ſome retreat : notwithſtanding, the ſame day very 
inconſiderately they came vpon the Coflacks a- 
gainc, who by the helpe of the Germancs now a- 
mongſt them z both defended themſclues , and of- 
tended their Enemies : for here were brave Com- 
maunders, partly vnder the Regiment and condudt 
of Captaine Drhuſcff', partly vnder Captaine Ley- 
zwund , and of the other fide in the right wing, 
there were the Cohorts of his Excellency , the 
Lord Palatine. The ſame day Schandatiwocur off by 
the ſword, according to the manner and _ 
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ofa Military Court, who adiudged him to die, a 
principall Captaine of the Cofſacks, called Byox- 
danks, who the yeare before had abuſcd his prero- 
gatiue, and moſt peruerſly by faftious deuiſes , and 
apparant thefts, had tranſcended the gouernmenr 
of a Commaunder in chicte, and falne to thefts and 
robberies more thenneceſſity, or the preſent wants 
enforced. 

The ſame day a certaine Squire eſcaped out of 
the hands of the Turkes , who was vnfortunately 
taken priſoner at a battaile in Cicora, and came 
vnte vs, affirming confidently , that ſince the 
Turkes comming into the field , there are dimini- 
ſhed at leaſt tweſue thouſand of wheir number,ſome 
flaine out-right , ſome dying of their woundes, 
ſome ſurpriſed in the Campe , and ſome flying 
away. 

The ninth of September ,-che great Turke after 
noone drew out all his Army in battaile array: 
which Lord Magn our Generall perceiving , de- 
tracted no time , but prepared for the fight : fo 
that both Armies cuen to Sunne ſetting, ftood loo- 
king vpon one another, without any mans giuing 
the figne of the batraile, not daring co approach tos 
neerethe fortifications,and Bulwarkes of our Tren- 
ches; but ſtood as remote as they could, and far- 
theſt from danger. In the meane while, the Iani- 
zaries fell foule vpon the quarter of the Coffacks 
againe , and cogtinued little lefle then foure 
hourcs in a dangerous skirmiſh : For the Ger- 
mancs playing Geir part on the other fide , as 
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afliting the Coſſacks in their Warre-like excur- 
ſions, quickly, when they preſſed them with fury 
and impetuofity , compelled them backe to their 
Campe., and wee returned to our Trenches ; But 
the ſame nightanother priſoner eſcaped, and came 
vnto vs, by that of the Spahics , who were 
the forwardeſt in this expugnation , as ſo com- 
maunded by the Capraine ef the Ianizaries, loſt 
rwo hundred of their Company, and of the Iani- 
zarics were {laine,with ſuch as perithed in the flight 
1500. 

The tenth of September, the Turkes were ſome- 
what quict, as peraduenture wearied with the for- 
mer dayes miſchicfe , and we farre apparaat the va- 
rious chance of Warre, and the wanderfull efles 
of a Bartaile. 

The elcuenth of September, the Turkes made 
a new apparance out of their Tents, witha good- 
ly Army : and wee were not behinde to Marſhall 
our Companies to as brauea ſhow : but nothin 
was done that day , and ſo wee returned on Ki 
ſides to lodging : yet while wee remained in this 
expectation , the Turkes bad tranſported their 
Ordnance to the other ſide of the Riuer , from 
whence hee played continually into the quarters 
of the Coflacks all that day > but when hee ſaw, 
they did them no more harme ., hee quickly drew 
them backe againe ; and placed them more c- 
curcly : The ſame day , ſome ghouſands of Tar- 
rars ha themſclucs on that fide of the Riucr 
alſo ; who with their accuſtomed clamours and 

Out» 
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Gut-cry , attempted' the breaking of our Bridge: 
bur ogcly two hundred foor, whereof one was kil- 
led, and two hurt with Buller , preſſed vpon them 
with ſuch volleyes of ſhor, that they were quickly 
put to flight, God graunt wee may be thankfull 
for theſe things. For without controuerſie , Gods 
onely hand hath protected vs, that both on the one 
fide the Turke 1s more remiſſe then his former 
threatnings , and this preſent appearance promi- 
ſed ;, andwe on the other fide we hauc had greater 
courages, and better ſucceſle then wee could any 
manner of way expeQ. 


The twelfth of September , a lictle after mid- 
night , wee determined to ſet vpon the Campe of 
our Aduerſaries , leauing our noble Prince ſuffici- 
ently guarded within the Trenches, as not well at 
eaſe, and ſo the Army devided it ſelfe into parts, 
having inſtrutions to come vpon them vnawares : 
the one to compaſle the Woods , and ſet vpon 
them in thereare, and at their backes : the or 
to out-face them inthe front and ſides, that ſome« 
thing might be done cuery way, But it pleaſed 
God to ſend fo great a ſhower of raine, that wee 
were diucrted from our purpoſes at this time: 
but I make no queſtion of a better opportunity, 
and that our Aduerfarics little knew of this pro- 
ic , and ſo wee may once againe ſet the firata- 
gem on foot, till when wee retired to our Tren- 
ches ſecurely. 

The 15, of September, the Turkes and Tartars, 
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with a great teſolution and impetuous aflault,preſ- 
ſed both vpon vs, and the Collacks in three ſeuerall 
partes, neither fearing our Artillery, nor making 
accompt of our Trenches: the great Turke himſclte 
being a ſpeCtator on an eminent Hill, whoſe yourk 
apprehended the miſchicfe butas a ſport. For with- 
out any manner of remorce for the periſhing of ſo 
many thouſands, they came forward like furious 
beaſts without Diſcipline or order, and ſo periſhed 
like Beaſts; when the Artiller po vpon them, 
and wee ruthed out as violently well armed and ap- 


ointed in the ſmoake againſt them, this Batraile 
falied from Noone to Night, and the God of Bat- 
tailes for his mercy ſake,did fruſtrateand annihilate 
both the purpoſcand the rageand fury of our Enc- 
mics, nor ended it fo, but for his Glories fake wee 
preuail:d with a great flaughter, and little loſſe on 


our ſide: So that it ſhould ſeeme all cheir threat- 
ningand fury was in vaine, coneerning the attem 

ting ofour Trenches, and the Angels of the Lord 
ſpred his winges ouer our Tents: Onthe other fide 
our Sonldicrs were fo coutagious., and animated, 
as infuſed with new Spirits from the ſame God,thar 
they not onely ruſhed out of the portes and paſſa- 
ges of their Quarters vpon their Enemies, but hur- 
ricd ouer the Trenches and Ditches to forward the 


enterpriſe, and ſo came to handiblowes, and with 


extraordinary valour and ſlaughter ſent them home 
againe. | | 

: In this Skirmiſh we did not _—_—_— goe ſcot- 
free, but ſaw-the periſhing of thouſands of Turkes 
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and Tartars, whoſe Carkaſſcs beſpred the ground 
asitwere : and among whome there periſhed rhe 
great Baſhaw ſurnamed Koratew, who newly came 
tothe Emperourand was moſtdeare vato him, and 
well accepted of him: the ſame Fate and triall had 
Naſſan Baſſeaw with many Chawſes and Spahics,and 
anumber vnnumbred of common £ouldiers, 

After this ſlaughter the Turkes attempted no 
more the-expugnation of our Campe, except thar 
once they did inuade the quarter of the Coſlacks, 
but with the like ſucceſle , yer many times they 
brought out their Armies to open view, and as ma- 
ny times God of his mercy made way to our pre- 
uailings, and wee returned Vietors : The ſame day 
the Bridge was finiſhed, which they bad a while a- 
goc begun ouer the Riucr, that dinided their 
Campes : butto what purpoſe is not knowne , ex- 
cept to accommodare their paſſages the better : 
now alſo returned the Lord Sizleaims, who had bin 


' fent into the Palatinate of Moldavia with anſwer ro 


a Letter, which they ſent before, but what other 
newes he brought, is not apparant : Ir was alſo dif- 
couered, that a rumour was fpred into the Turkes 
campe, that the. Sacred Maieſty of Sig;ſmond. the 
King our Mafter, ore 3 mro the on ary a 
Royall ſupply, and geacrall expedition, which a lic- 
tle Mrighted, the Tartars, who were now to fight a- 
gainſt fortifications and Armed men, contrary to 
their barbatous cuſtorne of deuouring one another 
naked. £ 

The 17. of September, our great Lord —_— 

c 
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held a martiall Counſell with the Lord Senators, 
Dukes, Gauernors, and Captaines, to which were 
alſo called the Lord S«haidace, Generatl of the Cof- 
ſackes with all his Colonels,and Officers,who with 
one voyce,and vnanimity of Spirit concluded and 
agrecd, rather co dic manfully in the field , then ro 
goc backe one foot of ground, to giue the Enem 
cauſe of preſumption: and this was done with ſu 
generall alacrity, that although both the Armies, 
I meane, the Polonians and Coſlacks, were in great 
diftreſſe and wants z yet they concluded, thatby 
Gods grace, they wouldnor be terrefied withany 
Enemy. - 2 

The 18. of September, certaine troopes ofhorlſe, 
and Companics of fsot , made a falley out of the 
Coſflacks quarter in the night ypon the Turkes Ar» 
my, which was done fo ſecretly and ſuddenly, chat 
they ouer-turned many Tents,ranſacked diucrs Ca- 
' bins, and killed ſome hundreds of men with Iaue- 
lings, Pollaxes, and Launces, without the report of 
a Pcecc, or carrying any Artillery with them: yea, 
herein they were ſo fortunate, that they returned 
with great ſpoile, without the lofſe ofa man. The 
ke iaagem © ypon the Bridge they had newly 

c new 
builded Crnded, obtain Baſ/aw, to who 
cuſtody and charge it was committed, They alſo 
killed many Turks, tooke nine priſoners, and retur- 
nedwith great ſpoiles anda ri \whercin were 
diuers garments furredwith coſtly Furres , which I 
chinke,the Turkes vic among the Tartars,who vpon 
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manyexcurſions, made into Ruſſia by thouſands - 


in theſedayes, returned with a wonderfull ſpoile, 
ſcllingthem aca price to the Turks: and this was 
done cuen as they came along to take vp their 
lodgings in theſe Prouinces. 
ethis time his Excclleney , the. Lord Gene- 
rall, was ſubic@ to a great ſicknefle, which ſo im- 
paired his health, that he-fcared his life 1- where. 
vpon he ſummoned allOfficers, and-referred his 
goucrhment to the Lord Carpe, Maſter Generall, 
with all Millitary priuiledges, and imperiall fun- 
Rions,inueſting vpen him as farre as he could his 
dignity and authority; yetwere the whole Army 
d to ſee the keroick Prince himſelfe moun- 
ted - Fares > cm z As a gy rs - 
acrall; though as yer very young , ſo that by this 
toy and —— inde of the Army, he ——— 
comforted , and incited to thanke them all, and 
be the more gracious vato them , when time 
Ri adtamenker having layne qui 
e 24. of September, vieta 
cat while , — at home di ruieted Vs 
all: For ar Loot Generall,labouring long 
in his ficknefſe , and being wearicd and ſpent a- 
gaine with intollerable canvulfions, and diſtem- 
perature of theayre, yeelded to the-commaund 
-of a higher Generall, and ſodied in the Camp. 
The 25.of September, the Emperour of Turks 
made a-great preperation to ſer vpon vs on all 


ſides, drawing out from their ſeucrall Quarters, 
NS both 
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both Horſe, Foot, and Artillery, to opprefſeand 
expugne vs with an vnreſiſtable power; and ſo 
they approached our Trenches with accuſtomed 
clamours and out-cries : but the ſame God, that 
kept vs from the beginning , continued ſtill our 
Protector , andall their attempts were annihila- 
red, turnirg rather tothe deftrution of many of 
their owne Souldiers, then to our detriment. 

The 26. of Scptember,B1i{a was diſpatched, 
who was ſent vnto vs from the Palatine of Mol- 
cauia, with Letters and other intelligence: hee 
came but the Tueſday before with the Lord of 
Lielenskij, who affured vs, tbat the Turkes had a 
great deſire to treat of a peace ; and therefore 
Bajtiſtahad in charge to deale with the Viceer,for 
ſafe condu@ of fuch Commiſhoners, as might be 
ſent to traQtate aboutthe peace and quictneſle of 
both Armies. 

Within three dayes our Souldiers fet vpon 
{omepatrtof the Tartars Quarter, as being much 
diſpleaſed , that the paſſages were ſtopped vp by 
them : whereby the Souldicrs that went a forra- 
ging, and to gather fodder and litter for their 
Horſes, were much diappointed: fo that in re- 
uenge they put many to the ſword , and ſetthcir 


on on fire. | 
he 27. of September , the Turkes having 
firongly mounted diuers great Pecces, and pla- 
ced their Gabbijons about them.as is the cuſtome, 
played fearefully into the Coſſacks Quarter, and 


ſpent 
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ſpent all the fore-noone in the ſcuding hundreds 
of Byllers among them : but when they percei- 
ved that it ſmally auailed, they deſiſted,and made 
ancw attempt in their owne perſons ncercr vnto 
them: which when the Coflacks percciued , ei- 
ther loath to be out-braued at their owne walls, 
as I may ſay, or encouraged by the thriuings of 
many out-roades and excurſions they had for. 
merly made: oremboldned by their owne ſufh- 
ciency, or preſuming on the weakneſle , and na- 
kedneſſe of their Aduerſarics, I might adde their 
barbarous haſtineſſc , and beſtiall howlings and 
out-cries; they fallyed out braucly , with the 
moſt part of their Army , and compulſed them 

backe, driuing them into their Quarters with a 

eſlaugherer, and a great ſpecdineſſe : and the 
day, to the comfort of vs all, our noble 

Prince, whoſe long vatimely ficknefle, as it were, 

added ourhearts, recouered ſome ſtrength, ri- 
ding round ybout the Army, being entertained 

with great ſhowts and acclamations of the Soul- 

diers, and ſhewing in himſelfe apparant ſignes of 
recouety, as hauing layne vader the ſhakings of 2 

fearcfull Ague, a cuer ſince wee encamped 

our ſclues, ro whom the King did daily ſend _ 
ficians, and Meſſengers , and would _ y 
haue come himſelfe in perſon ; bur that all his 
Peeres and Counfailours would nor hazard all at 
once, conſidering what a formidable Enemy had 


threatned him,and fearcfull preperationinaiman- 
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ner circumcepted him : therefore they proieted 
to keepe him as aſecond, and that ſecurely, that 
if the Turkes ſhould preuaile (which God forbid) 
againſt theſe Forces well ordercd and marſhalled 
within theſe Trenches : there might yet a new 
Muſter be made , and Army trayned, whom the 
preſence of aKing , and worthinefle of ſo great a 
Commander might bring together, and ſet vpon 

the Triumpher with freſh ſupplies. 
Burt oh thou God ! What an alteration was 
here? He that threatned theſe Polonians with in- 
ſulting oftentation, by Ambaſſes,Letters,and an 
innumerable company of Mahumetans and Tar- 
rarians:. he thathad denounced defiance againſt 
all Chriftendome: he that had ſpoken 7o4 an 
tous words againſtany force, ſhould come by 
way of oppoſition: he that aducntured his perſon 
as farreas his greatneſſe might. deſcend, robea 
Speftator of this wofall Tragedy-,. wherein the 
miniſters of Varce- and deſtrution muſt play 
their parts , and he which had brought one hun. 
dred caft Peeces into the field, to batter all forti- 
fications into rubbiſh : had now an anſwere re- 
turned of ſirange contradiction , had now his 
threats retorted with. as auaileable menaces, had 
now his rages ſent backe againe with vnexpeted 
fury , had now his-preſumption rebated with as 
noble a defiance , had now his way blocked vp 
and intercepted , that hee could not ſo quickly 
come oucrt Palliſados, and Trenches , had now 
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Cannon to Cannon, battery to batrery,and thovetr 
not ſo many, as himſelfe brought, yer fo well ap- 

. pointed, and ſocfficatious in the 5 pods , thathce 

was not ſo forwarg in his glory as he determined, 
nor ſo furious inany execution, as hee promiſed : 

Nay, if it had beeneas well knowne to vs as him- 

ſelfe, he repented that cuer he came into the fields 

of Walachia, and as you ſhall heare hereafter, both 

retracted his firſt arrogancy,and whiſpered a peace, 

though hee durſt not ſpeake it aloud, for feare of the 

Ianizaries, 

But oh you ſonnes of men !' what ſay you to ru- 
mourand the credulity of vncertaine reports 2-what 
ſay you to-paſſon, and the diſordered burſings our 
of your owne wiſhes > What fay you to affrigh- 
tings. .that becauſe you heare of the greater num- 
bers, will therefore preſently ſhew the greater par- 
tiality > How often within this tweluemoneth hath 
Bogdonia beene ranſacked, Podolia diſtreſſed, Pe. 
lonia ouer-runne,, Sigi/mond{laine, and the Army 
diſcomfited,and yet(thanks be re God)the trenches 
were neuer caſtdowne,the Sauldicrs difarmed, the 
rtroopes ſlaughtred;the King in danger: (For he was 
ſcarcein the freld atall) or any fearefull lofle endu- 
red;more then they that muſt be loſt in ſo many con- 
flifts, and ſach impetuous affaults : and thus much 
by way oftran(ition. Now toour bulineſſeagaine. 

The ſame night,that the Prinee had ſhewed him- 
ſelfe, the day before the Coſlacks being ſer vpon, 
as you haue heard, ſuddenly afſaultedthe Quarter of 
their cnemics,eſpecially theTartars,who lay withous 
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any manner of diſcipline, or ſtrong fortifications : 
yea, this they did ewice in one night, and that with 
ſuch ſucceſle, that beſides the flaughter, and hauock 
they made, they returned with great ſpoiles, and 
booty, yea greater then the Enemy could ſpare, or 
werewilling to looſe z this they did often, and al- 
though ſometimes their ations were obumbrated' 
with ſome difcomfiture : yet did they neuer make 
any falley , without the greater ſlaughter of their 
Enemies. Now is Baptiſts come backe againe from 
the Enemies Campe , bringing Letters trom Yeſin 
Basſha, of ſafe condut and admilſion,as he hiinlelfe 
had had experience by himſelfc for ſuch Commif- 
ſioners, as the King of Poland would putin truſt for 
the diſpatch of fo high affaires: yea, he ſaid plainly, 
as farre as he could conieQure,. that neuer was any 
thing ſo pleaſing to the Turke and his Souldicrs, as 
the nameof peace, conſidering the times , and the 
manner of the Varre; eſpecially that his reputation 
was ſaued by rhe firſt ſeeking it by the Polonians : 
whercin he vſcd this po to make the Ianizaries 
belecue, he was of himſelfe vawilling to darken che 
glory of the Othoman family, by ing peace 
himſelfc at any inferiour Nation in theworld. 

Notwichſtanding all this motiue of quictneffe, 
which m——_ Letters demonſtrated , might come 
to equall concluſion. by otgerly Commiſſioners. 
The Grand Signicur proieQted with all the force, 
brauery, andpollicy he could , to ſet vpon the Col. 
ſacks againe, who were his Aunceſtors Enemies, 


and more obnoxious vnto him , then any neigh- 
bours 
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bours whatfoeurr : and becauſc he would make, as 
it were ſure worke of the matter, hce acquainted 
Tartar Chrim , who they ſay accompanied him to 
the Warre with the farac, and he cither of neceſſity 
obeying , or out ofcuſtome conſenting, or for his 
owne reuenges willing , quickly accord , and by 
breake of day brought all his Tartars to the place 
appointed for the expugnation : whereupon they 
ordered the matter fo, that in the manner of a rin 
they compaſſced our Trenches round about : firk 
playing ouer their heads into our Camps, with ma- 
' ny great Ordnance, which were mounted in three 
ſcuerallplaces ; then tranſported they ouer the Ri- 
ner thirty more, which continually beat both vpon 
ours, the Liſſauonians,and the Coſlacks Tents, and 
that for the ſpace of diuers houres, ſending likewiſe 
fiery Speares, burning Darts, and an 1 Balls a- 
mongſt vs, infomuch that our Prince lying yet ſicke 
in bis Tent, had the Captaine of his Guard flaine 
with a Bullet. Among the Liflauonians three of the 
beſt menof Armes werekilled outright:and among 
the Coſſacks one or two hurt, 

Afﬀeer this, wirh ſtrangeaſflaulrs and fearefull vio- 
lence, they preſſed vpon the two ſpeciall paſſages of 
our Camp : whercat the one ſtood firme, the .ord 
Campe Maſter Generall, with a greatand ſtrong Bar- 
talion : atthe other, the Lord Palatine Cu/menſic : 
in the Market-place, the Lord Doenhoff, with many 
Germanes : inawotd, wee were allin Armes, and 
the Cannons played on"both ſides as farre as they 


cou!d, for hurting thoſe in thetr owne Quarters: at 
| laſt 
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{aſk on a ſuddaine with accuſtomed cry the Tartars 

gaue on,and were ready to ſcalethe Trenches & 
ter in atthe Ports. Then followed the Ianizaries,as 
their ſeconds, and laſtly, the ies and Chawſes 
on Horſebacke, who by their made them- 

ſclues ſure of the entrance, far the truth is we 

ground, and'loſt many men: For they preſſed ſo 
thicke vpon vs, that our ſher did no good, and wee 
came to handy blowes within our owne Trenches, 
rill certaine c&s on that quarter, and Maſters 
of Pole onours, finding the Tartars diſordered and 
diſarmed, ruſhed vpon-them with'fury , that they 
were driuen as faſt backagaine, as they camein, and 

ina manner bare the Ianizaries downe, and puf 
them much with their violence : yet notwi - 
ftanding freſh men were ſil ſentforwar,dwho with 
a ſtrange pertinacity, & vnchangeable valour, con. 
<inuedrill Sun-ſer in the expugnation: ſo that in my 
conſcience, if they had beene Armed, and diſcipl:. 
ned after the manner of the warlike Nations ofEu- 
rope, they had made a ſhrewde aduenture, and o- 
pencd a gap of entrance into our Countrey, and 
then(God knowes) whether this inundation would 
hauerunne, :For youſee, when raging Seas beate 
vpon the bankes of lew grounds, it they preuaile in 
bearing them before -them , whole-Countries are 
ſwallowed vp in the Vaſt paunch efthe'Ocean: Bur 
the ſame God, that puts a hooke in the noſtrils of 
Leaiathams, and bindeth Bebemworh with a chayne, ſec 
3a limitation for theſe raging Mahumetans,and furi- 
-ous and barbarous Tartarians , ouer. my 
| EEE _ ſhould 
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ſhould nor paſſe at this time. 

Foralthough they come with reſolution to force 
our Trenches, and foto lay the way open to ouer- 
looke thoſe ficldes of Bogdonia with a curious eye, 
and pur it thus to a braue tryall, dividing them- 
ſelucs in many Troopes to take aduantage of our 
weaknes, and ſhrinking in this tempeſtuousſtorme, 
yet (God bethanked) with our accuſtomed conſtan- 
cy we keptour ground, and though with ſome loſſe 
conſtrayned chem to let goe the hold they had, and 
in the end with a great ſhame aud a greater ſlaugh- 
ter,they hid their heades within their owne hedges : 
yea, they that cuer ſcorned to quarter themſclues 
within Ditches, and for their infinite multitudes 
(with defireofexpedition) would neuer conſent to 
caſt vp a Trench, were now compelled to thinke 
vpon ſecurity, and haue a retiring place to goe too 
as a refuge. 

The 29. of September, there was great ſilence a- 
mongſt rhem, and a meſſenger came for intermiſſi- 


ona while, that they mightbury their Dead, which 


was a worke indeed reciprocal! betweene vs, and {o 
the time was ſpent in cleering the way of the dead 


'Carkaſſes berweene our Campes,which being a full 


myle broad, lay all be-ſpred with dead bodyes, 
wherein wealſo had aſharc, and the ſame cauſc of 
ſetting ourſclues on worke : For many Tartars had 
conuaicd themſclues ouer the Riuer, and taking ad- 
vantage of our encounter, thought we had left rhe 
backſide of our Carpe, as it were naked and vnde- 
fended, but when they came, they found the Carts, 
1. "Ip Waggons, 
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Waggons,and Carriages, fo ſtrongly to Barricadd 
it, that they thought it in vaine-ro hazard them- 
ſelues, and ſo returned diſappointed : yer becaufe 
they would be doing, they Hos wild-fire among 
the carriages, and put the Cattle in a great feare, 
whoſe roarings and bellowings ainazed vs much, 
and ina manner begged reliefe at our hands, fo that 
we thonghtit meete ro.ſend out certaine _— 
of Horſe, who fellypon them ſo opportunely, that 
they letin 200. Polaxes amongſt them, yea the very 
a ae + with their Pixes and hutches, and 
played their parts like men and Souldiers : So that 
inthe end wee compelled chem to: ſwim ouer the 
Riuer backe againe.. 

The next day being the 30.of September,certain 
fugitiucs came vntovs, and many Capriues of our - 
owne Countrey-men , who alfred vs that the 
Turkes loſt in that Conflit 3000.men,befides thoſe 
which the Tartars leftbehinde. on tlic other ſide of 
the Riuer : wee loſt outright beſides the wounded 
300. among{t whom was one Captaine ofaccount, 
and two of the Princes Guard, who were well cſtce- 
med by him : But ſuch -was the feare of this miſs 
chiefe,and appearance ofdanger, that many indeed 
fied into Poland with heauy newes of an overthrow, 
fo that when rumour was once a running, it imm- 
tated a ball of Snow, which by often rowling grow- 


eth greatcr and greater, and inthe end confumerh 
like a Ball of ſnow, when the ſunne of Truth diffol- 
uech it into vapours, and conſumcyth it to nothing 
with the heats ofhis reflicure,

The ſame day was a Councell of Warre, and 
when we ſaw, thatthcir reſolution was to ouer-run 
vs, and that if by any meancs we ſhould faylce in op- 
poſirion, there would hcere be made an catrance 
:nco our Country indeed,when we alfo vnderſtood 
they were as willing to the-peace as our ſelues, ſo it 
might bee of our firſt ſeeking, wee concluded to 
make the aduenture, and temper the potion, which 
mig curethe burri.'g feauer of our diſquier : and 
fo the Lord Ceflellarus Belrenes, and the Lord Palais. 
nadus Lublinnen, were appointed Commiſſioners to 
tratate with the Turkes about Articles 'of Peace, 
and ceſſation of Hoſtility : theſe had for their at- 
tcndants 20. of the beſt Gentlemen of our Campe, 
and the beſt furniſhed, beſides feruants with prout- 
fion of neceffaries, if they ſhould fayle in their Am- 
baſic , and finde a contrary doggednes in their 
Cncmics. 

By thattime the Trumpers had:giuen warning 
of their acceſſe, and that they approched very necre 
the Turkes Camve 200. Spahics and Chawſes on 
Horſcbacke with Veluet Gownes, rich filuer Ma- 
ces, and braue Turbanes, came to entertaine them, 
and bring them by way of conduttion through the 
firſt Guard of lanizarics, and ſo through many 
troopes of Horſe, and ficld Pieces mounted onde- 
licate Carriages, til! they came tothe Tent of the 
V'iceer., who welcommed him in his Maſters be. 
halfe: but according to former cuſtome hee muſt at« 
tend a while, erc hec could have Aniwer from the 
Gravd Signenr umielic,and peraduenture not ſpeake 
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with himat all : For you muſt know, that howe: 
ucr they wereglad of —_— yer the Turke 
would not diſcouer any inclination to Peace, but if 
hee did condiſcend, it was meerly out of Heroyick 
compaſſion, not any neceſſity of his pare : For du- 
ring the time of the treaty, the Hoſlility continued, 
and divers excurſions had the effc&t of furious en- 
counters and bloody skirmiſhes, 

The firſt of Oftober, the Lord Koviatorffoky re- 
turned by might with all his Company and prouiſt- 
on ſafe ro our -Campe, hauing eſcaped many dan- 
gers anJ conflits with the Tartars, who being ac- 
quainted with this purpoſe and Iourney,lay inwaita 
eo intercept his return? ; For thus it was, prouiſion 
fayling in our Campe, and many necefſarics wan- 
ting becauſe the Enemy had blocked vp diuers paſ-. 
ſages and Riuers, whereby the 1n1abitancs could 
not bring in prouiſion, as th:y were accuſtomed, it 
was concluded to ſend the Lord Koskatorffsky with 
Capraine Yi/zex to the Towne Camenecen, with a 
ſufhcient conuoy for prouifion and viftuall; who 
ſome 8. daycs before tooke his Iourncy, which was 
not yet ſo covertly done,burt both Turkes & Tartars 
were acquainted with the fame ,apprehending that 
we muſt needs be in ſome diſtreſſe, & that our wants 
wereto bee ſupplyed from his endeauours in procu- 
ring new prouifton,and therfore aduanced a ſtrong 
B.rtalion with many ſhot on foore, and diucrs field 
Pieces to intercept his returne, and ſo lay betweene 
the Towne and our -Campe, being not 15. myle a 
lunder : they tooke vp much ground, and were 
- diſper-

diſperſcd in many places, yea many times reſolued 
to ſer vpon the Towne itſelfe, and if they could ro 
take the ſpoyle of the ſame bur it was too ſtrong 
for them, and ſo they contented themſelnes in the 
expectation of this booty , and the returne of the 
Polonians to the Campe. | 

When the Towne ſawe the Ficldes thus ouer-. 
ſpred with Tartars, and that they were ſo well ap- \ 
pointed to intercept the Carriages, they fortefied 
themſclues the ſtronger, and yet ment norto kceepe 
themſclues within therr Walles, confidering the 
neceſſity of relecuing their Campe : bur againe vn- 
derſtanding that they lay vpon cuery mn ny and 
muſt hazard the whole Conuoy with the prouiſi- 
on in the interception : the Lord Koskakorffoky, 
with the other Captaines, thought it beſt to pur a 
 tricke vpon their Encmies,and deceive them if they 
could by a petty Stratagem, which they thus effet- 
ed ; Whenall thinges wereready for their returne 
within Bight daycs after their departure from the 
Campe, they ſer forwdtd backe againe,with many 
Waggons of Wine and Corne, and fo ifluedour 
with certaine Troopes well appointed, whom they 
flancked with light Waggons full of Strawe, and 
Hay, yer not ſofull but they went in a manner as 
faſt as the Horſe, which when the Tartars percei- 
ved, they brought vp their Picces and came for- 
ward with their ſhot, ro diſ-rancke theſe Cartes, ve- 
rily ſuppoſing the maine boory was inthe midſt of 
the troopes her the Cartes went fo faſt, and the 
Horſe vponthe trot, m_ they were quick!y _ 
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theſhor of cheir Ordinance, and made the Tarears 
weary to follow them: yet as they were inſtruted 
ehey made diuers ſtands, as if the Waggons mnt 
to take ſome reſt, and-thea as the Variars, approa» 
ched they would trot away again*, and thus they 
continued till night : by which eime the Tartars 
were quickly drawocfrom the ſowne,andti.o 1ght 
it worke enough to ſecure the ficld Peeccs f.. m 
ſurprizing : When night came, chen 1ffiicd our

and good order : yet not without ſome oppoſtt- 
on, though farre from lofic and diſcomfiture : For 
by that time the Tarcars knew how they were de- 
cciucd, whichrhey did by light Herſemen ſent of 
pocpong by the Polanians, to diuert them from fol- 

owing thoſe troopes that iſſued out of Camercces 
by day :o0 farrc, they ſent word to.the Turkes of 
the deceipr, and they exaſperated with very rage, 
rannc dowue in whole Companies to beſet the Ri- 
uct on both-{ides, and brought their Ordinanceto 
play ypon rhe Boates, who kept the ſtreame, bue 
the moſt were paſſed by ere.they came z and .therefſt 
kepthe Channel}, which was heere fo broad, that

All chenext day. being the 14. of Otober, we ta-

with the. maine Troepes by Sunne fer. But the 
Coſlacks rooke another way, hauing many promi- 
fes of gratification, both from the Turke and our 
felues, ſuch was theirvalour, deſeruing commemo« 
cation : ſuch were their enterpriſes compelling ac- 
knowledgement. That night the Prince lodged in 
the Caſtle: and the next day the Commiſhoners 
returned wich the Articles of agreement, and ma- 


'sy Honourable. perſons preſented themſelues, whe 


were 
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were ſfcuerally welcommed as Ators on the former 
fageof Warre, and turmoile, and louers of their 
Countrey, for whoſe ſakes, as you hauc heard, they 
aduentured both eſtates and perſons, and were rea- 
dy to powre out their bloods, as they named it, for 
thecroſſe of Chrift. 

After the ſerious matters were debated, the Am- 
baſſadours diſmifſed, and the affaires ſettled , they 
had ſome time to talk of other buſines, and amongſt 
the. reſt of the Turkes diſpoſition , concerning 
whom one of the Basſhawes had diſcoucred to the 
Polonians, while they were about their traQate of 
peace : how irkefome aud diſtaſting it was to the 
young Emperour , who many times in a franticke 
manner. would cxcruciate and torment himſclfe 
withaQions of diſtemperature, as tbrowing of his 
Turbane, — his breaſt, and kicking his very 
Basſhawes, who durſt not reply, but were lubic& ro 
a very flauiſh proſtitution , and then would he fall 
to weeping, and wripging his hands to thinke vpoa 
his inauſpitious aRions, and vnfortunate attempts, 
remembring two eſpeciall rimes ;. one when.with 
ſeauen thouſand of our Army, we ſet vpon 10009, 
'Furkes , who made a braue alley on our Trenches, 
but were beaten backe with violence to their owne 
homes, atwhich he ſo ftormed, that he called them 
Slaves, Vagabonds, andiidle;, as if they bad played 
the Traytors of purpoſe rs eccliple his glory , and 
obumbrate his renowne. 

.* Another: whenthe Caſſacks fallyed vpon thery, 
and flew ſo many. of the Tartars, that they were 

| E 3 ; weary 
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weary of killing , and ſo returned with agreaeprey 
and ſpoile into rheir owne . Butofallthar 
facall day, the 18. of September troubled and tor- 
mented him, when he reſoluedand ſer vp his reſt ro 
ouer-runne vs at once, and came forward with ſuch 
impctuoſity, that we fearedour ſelues,had not God 
fought for vs, and turned them backe with a great 


Mlaughter : yea, ſuch was our lofſe, and the doubr- 


fulnefle of the vitory , that all Europe rang with 
.our ouerthrow : and in H it-was 

how hewas comeas farre as Sendomiria and Cra- 
couia; but (God bethanked) it fell out otherwiſe, 
and as now the talc istold,a ſtr dent affrigh- 
ted them all, -which weknew notthen , nor doe we 
now preſume vpon, cither as our deſeruing,or cauſe 
of preſeruation. 

The ſame day,, an Earthquake:chaunced in the 
Turkes Camp, in ſuch a fearcfull and le man- 
ner, that thewhole Armyranneoutof their Tents, 
leauing the Emperour with ſame; certaine Cham- 
.berers and-Ianizarics alone in his ; who on a ſud- 
dainc demaunded,; what was become of his Army? 
to whom it was anſwered , Thatpart were gone vp- 
ona Camiſado on the Polonians, and part were 
ranne out as amazed at the Earthquake. And. 
now the curſe of Adahomet part them,ſaid he:VWhat 
doc Ihere to bea ſcorne toyonall, and aderifion to 
-poſicrity 2 With thathe ſnatched ata Semiter, and 
whether he meantto firikeatthem,or diſpatch him» 
ch clan, cd pagend: 
ell groueh —_ , and ine witha 
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diftct countenance, and wringing his hands : 
wherein his diſtemperature moued commiſeration, 
andtheyall flood amazed toſce 14. yeares ſo appre- 
henſiucto diſtinguith betwecne glory and ſhame : 
burtwere confounded altogether ro heare him verer 
theſewords , and' vent: outa paſſion in ſuch an he- 
roick manner, 
- OhGod!chathaſt giuenvs bread, andcnlarged 
our _— with the ecrrirories of Iewes,, Chriſti- 
- ans, and 100. Kingdomes beſide ?that baft made the 
houſe of Ocbowesa ſcourge and terrour to all Na- 
tions, and enlarged our renowne before any Prince 
vaderthe Sunne :.thathaſt giuen vs a Prophet, and 
+sLaw , whereby our Alcharon is without oppoſi- 
tion: that haſt made ourfecrs porica wonder in na- 
ture, and aduanced our great Citry onahill ofcmi-- 
nency, that all the Nations may call S:avbole beau- 
tifall, and come from a farre.to- behold our Sera/io. 
But what ſhall becomeof all this? Shall my youth, 
temerity, cowardize,or misfortunc,addeafatallpe- 
riod to this glory , or all my Aunceſtors victories 
wrapped vp m the Cipreschefts ofmy deftiny , and 
ominous proceedings? Shalfalt theſe Kingdoms re- 
fume a new courage of reuolting, as if the Mahumc- 
ranc Empire were now at the higheſt, and my diſa- 
ftrous chi the diſcoucrer of the ſecret ? 
Shall Ochownensa{hes be meramorphozed into ſome 
horrid ſhape, to exprobrate my puſillanimity , and 
tell meromy face, aver wandyeſs rod then 
a Scepter > Shall Afabomer come from Paradiſc,and 
aflure me,the gates ſhal be ſhut ip the inſide againſt 


me, 
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me,for abiiſing the truſt committed to me,and play- 
ing the facklis , when I was to fight his baile n 
chc ficld | Oh what an excruciation is this? Haue all 
my Prediceſſors done ſomething in the world as an 
addition of honour,and enlargement of their fame, 
Gue onely my ſelfe , who am now fo farre from do- 
ing of any thing worthy the leaſt report; that in 
ſeed of memorable a&ions and heroick attempts, 
I muſt returne with ſhame and diſcomfiture : nay,as 
they tell me , make a peace with a petty Prince and 
Prouince, when my Predicefſours neuer pirched 
chceir Tents , nor aduanced the Standatts of our 
Creſſant : but had all the Princes of Europe with 
the wingsof the winde, to flye in their faces,and yer 
cono purpoſe, And now, and now: amTI borne to 
ſhameand confuſion? Oh God ! Oh Adhbawe,, ſhall 
itbe oy ? Pr _ 

Tothis, or the like purpoſe was that day ſpentb 
the young Prince, till at laſt, as you loom <4 
ſtreames of a Riuer follow one another , miſchief 
attcnded miſchiefe, and the cries of wounded men 
afſured him,there was newes of another {laughter to 
rorment Iffm : then grew he ſo mad indeed, that no 
body durſt come in his fight, had not the Mufty and 
ſome DoQors of the Law leuiated this phrenzie 
wich honeſt diſcourſe; and from example, made a 
Cataplaſme as it were for his ſore: telling him tha 
ſtory of Baiezes, whom Temberla/vebound in chains, 
and of Syiimas the magnificent, who after many glo- 
r1ous victories , ſaw the malice of a woman to de- | 
Kroy his ſonne Muſtpha, and the reſt of his family - 

an 
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and of many others who had as great touches of 
treuances as men were were ſubic&tvnto, & cither 
earc them out brauely with the ſcorne of diſquier, 
or recouecred their renownes with a new induftry, , 
that was ſhrinking fro them, by giuing way to feare 
or impatience: and therctorc it is wiſedome and 
meaty to put in practiſe the beſt examples, 
andofall other things to yeeld to opportunity , as 
forthe peace now to be conſidered on: There was 
no diſparagement to his Honour, and the greateſt 
Monarchs in the world haue yeelded co neceſſity in 
ſuch conſtraints. Againe, Fortunc was notalwayes 
diſpoſed to be waaton,nor would at all times attend 
the chariot of Warre : therefore it was beſt yeclding 
aliccle co time, eſpecially now, when warltke Nati- 
ons had learned this diſcipline, ro encloſe an Army 
within Trenches,and Palliſadoes, that durſt not en- 
durcthe fury ofa battaile, nor the violenceof ſuch 
forces, as were ſure to make their way inthe open 
fields, Befides,experience had diſcouered this ſecret, 
that a well fortiftked Towne was now longer a win+ 
ning and.battering, then a whole Prouince in times 
paſt in ouer-running and conquering. 

In this manner , they paciffed the young Prince, 
and prepared him againſt all manner of ominous ac- 
ciJents : fo thatwhen the Treaty of Peace came in 
deed, the Commiſſioners proceeded , as you haue 
heard, and not onely effefted that which they went 
for: but returned with ſufficient reward, and cquall 
acceprarion, relating the matter as it chanced, and 
certifying our Prince with the whole diſcourſe, 
F while 
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a/hile be was reſident at Camenices. 
Thus far gentle Reader, hath one Letter brought 
me, and thebulineſle » Which being ina high Larine 
hraſc,anda Poliſh CharaQerdoth warrant,it came 
em ſome Gentleman of quality, or Souldier of ac- 
count, or both inone man, who was ſurean ator in 
the ſame : and heerein I haue not failed in any ſub- 
tance of matter, except in ſome circumſtance of 
time,or Orrography oftproper names,miſtakinga Z 
foranL , oran sforanr, with ſuch like,&c. which 
fuch, as know the Countrey, may caſely mend zand 
ſuch as know not, may yet vnderſtand the truth of 
the buſineſſe , withour taking _— at the ac- 
cent of proper places, onely I muſt confefſe I finde 
not the word Rexin all the Letter , bur at the latter 
end : onely i/aſtriſsimns Primceps is often named, 
which whether it mcane the Father or Sonne,] leaue 
tt to him that can iudge by the coherence of the ſen> 
rences, and application of the diuifions: what is 
done, is meerely for thy ſatisfaftion; and what is to- 
be done, will afford you the like pleaſure: For in 
both, you may ſce the mercy of a great God,and the 
vanity of a preſumptuous man : the onecan pull 
downe the proud , and aduance the humble and 
weake: the other muſt confefſe the changes ofmor- 
tality, & alteration of humane condition : or knock 
his knees together with feare and trembling , when 
with Be{ſhaſber he ſees the hand writing on the wall, 
Thus did the Affirian Monarch banquet in the 
bounds of the SanQuary, and that in ſecurity, when 
yet the ſame night the Medes and Perſians beficged 
Babylon, 
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Babylon , and hee was berrayed into his Enembes 
Ra the lefof his life, and Kingdome, And 
thus did thegreat Turke threaten Poland, as hoping 
thereby to make a way into Europe, and the Not- 
therne Scas, when yet within three moneths he was 
vtterly diſappointed, andcom to entertaine a 
Peace, when ina youthfull jollicy his heart ſcorned 
co cacertaine any thing but reuenge or ambitious 
defignes. Now the God of all bleffings make vs 


' - thankfull forſo greata mercy, that his benefits be 


not beſtowed in vaine , nor wee the ſonnes of men 
more ſtupid and 4 exe , then the bruitbeaſts, 
that acknowledge his kindnefle , and cuerlaſting 
goodneſle. 

I hauc alſo (gentle Reades) another Letter for 
thee, which depends imamediatly vpon the former, 
ſorting in cuery thing to the truth: bue that I finde 
a lictle dil intherifing ofthe Camp, which 
either may be mi by the difference of ffilo ne- 
no, and axtiquo, or by the Kings going to Leopolis, 
before the raaine Camps brake vp , and the Tartars 
were abſolucely a 'd , or drawne away bythe 
Grand Signieur. I finde it tranſlated ro my hand, 
and written from Leopolis ro fore man of Honour 
elſe where: bur jt hath neither date, nor ſuperſcrip- 
tion: no, northe Auchorhath ſabſcribed hy name-; 
at which I doenort wonder, becauſc it is but a Copy, 
nor would have thee wonder : For ir is a common 
thing in Letters of newes and occurretices, wherein 
all men would be gladro participate their fecrers for 
the common good, but nor 8 iſh che —_— for

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feare of private traducing : you ſhallhaue it there- 
fore, as | finde it; and when you haue read it, then 
1xdgo whether-it be warth the publiſhing or no, 
Ic thus begins. 


The Copic of a Letter written 


rom Lroroils. 


Gracious and Honourable Lord : 


HE fourth of October, wee departed from 
Lublinn, from whence ſignified the preſent 
Occurrents , and hauing now expoſed our 
felnes to anew iourney, we likewiſe a-new diſpoſed 
the order of our marches: For although the peace 
was concluded , yet the tydings of the Tartars and 
Val:chians approches encreaſed , who being not 
withdrawne out of the field , would not withdraw 
themſclues from their beaſtly manner of ſpoiles, 
robberies, rapes, and cruelty : Wherefore to pre- 
vent their reuenges , and ſecure our ſclues , the 
Troopes were thus marſhalled, Firſt, cerctaine Cor- 
nets of Horfe-men , and Scowt-Maſters were ſent 
out; then the Vantguard with a Battalion on foot: 
then the Kings Maicſtic with his houſhold-ſeruants, 
and the Banner impreſſed the Armes royatl ; to wit, 
a white: Eagle with a white croſſe diuided , and.vp- 
on the ſame trecumet rote. This Enfigne conſiſting 
of fiuc hundred ,, was gathered at the charges of vo- 
| EI | luntary 
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Juntary Conrricrs, and by them exquiſitelyfet our 
and ordered. After theſe , immediately followed 
the Kings Maicftie , wnh a Troope of three hun- 
dred Dutch Horſe, bcing his Guard : then came 
ſuch Carriages as bclonged to the King . and then 
ſuck as belonged to the Souldiers: And laſt of all 
followed the reare, which confiſted moſt of Maſters 
of Pole. The fixth day wee came to Zamoſchia, 
where there adhered vnto vs about fixe thouſand 
Dutch Horſe-men , whoſe Colonell was the Pala- 
tine of Marcinburg, and ſtxe thouſand Foot vnder 
the condut of Colonell 4rmhem : ſo that thus 
ſtrengthened, we marched with greater ſafcry, yet 
not alrogether without perill , vntill wee came to 
Leopolis. For on the one fide we faw the Country 
on oe a moſt certaine Charaer of che Tartars im- 
preſhon, who burned all before them , and we had 
now attained vato their aſhes : on the other fide, 
wee might calely fee wany ftragling Seruians, and 
Bulgarians , who as the Tartars delighted in no- 
thing, but vniuftifiable Robberies, in which manner 
for all the Turkes proclamation they continued, ill 
they were quite retired home. 

The 8. of October, we lodgedall nightina little 
Towne , which had been burnt by the Tartars cal- 
led Pedrrez,, and from thence determined the next 
day to go forward:but feare ceaſed vpon the Vaunt- 
 gard,by rea(on-the Scowts reruracd with newes,that 
our Wagons wee ſurprized , and the noyſe went, 
they were ranſackt by the Tarcars : but thankes be co 
God, irpcoucd a falſe Alarum: onely ſome 4000. 
| | F 3 Tartars, 
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Tartars, and other of thoſe Nations appeared witch 
a warlike countenance,and might baue been ſuſpec- 
ted to take aduantageof our ſtraglers : bur ſeeing vs 
ſo ſtrong, and ſo well ordered, they gauevs leaue to 
gocforward, and we left them to their ſauage and 
vnaaturall immanity. 

The day following , a Counccll was called ina 
little Towne called Kimerton , and for as much as 
the maine body of the Tartars Army, was but three - 
mile diſtant from vs,and thathauing doneſo well all 
this while, wee would be loath to make a ſhuffling 
cndart the parting : we there encamped our ſclues, 
and aboad a whole day, and then taking the neigh- 
bouring people into our cuſtody , we marched for. 
ward nd 9x Leopolis, and having che twelfth of 


OQober gayned the ſight of ry z cucry man 


wasC , and ſolemnly praiſed God for their 
former deliuerance. There came forth many of the 
Gemcility to ſalute and receiut the King : and after 
them fotlbwed multitudes of people : an old cu- 
ſtome to applaud the ation of _—_— wel. 
come ſuch Princes, whoelſe wo oheir owne 
caruers. It was verily weorth the ſeeing: For the 
King neuer rode with ſuch pompe and confluence 
into any City; and becauſe it wasremarkable, and 
worthy ofmemory , I will hereafter compileitinto 
a larger diſcourſe, and ſend it your Honour. In the 
meanctime, to ſatisfie thoſe that defire to know the 
preſent eſtare of our affaires , I will briefly make a 
ſummary colle&ion, and intimate our deliucrances, 
as they chanced, —_ 

| | Beyoud 
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Beyond all expeQation a ſaluation is befalne vs ? 
For' wee ate releaſed from the. extreameſ perill 
whereinto wee were falne, not by our owne dili- 
gence and power, butby the ſpeciall prouidenee of 
God, who hath done great wonders for vs. Behold 
our matrers were at the point of Jofſe , our Sonldi- 
ers being wearied and tyred with Turkiſh aſſaults: 
our powder and Munition failed our people, taſted 
of hunger and and wants. Xcikoaite Palatine of the 
Wilde , and Generall of the Army dicd in the 
Campe : our Prince fell ficke and ſadded our hearts, 
and many other inconueniences beſides theſlaugh- 
ters of our men, threatned our ruine, and vtter ſub- 
verfion.

was offered, and accepted by the Turke, for which 
purpoſe wee were contented to depute certaine 
Commiſhoners,who were accordingly entertained 
and admitred into the Turkes Campe, to wit the 
Caſftellan of Belſexs, and the Palatine of Zublines, 
who went roundly to worke, but after the Turkiſh 
manner they ſtood vpon high tearmes of oſtentati- 
on,vhtill ſome,who ſtood in Trafalion with them, 
mittigated the heauy impoſed conditions, which 
continued vnrill the 8. of Oftober. In fine, the next 
day I know not by what ſpeciall working of God, 
the Turke caſting afide all the propounded Condi- 
- tions,and interiefted cavils, accepred the Pat7a axn- 
qua, which alſo was on both fides confirmed and 
rarefied : Then were eur Commiſſtoners admitted 
to the Emperours preſence, and kindely —_— 
an 
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and honoured with guiftes, cla: | 

He alſo ſent vaco the Illuſtrious Prince YViedsflexs, 
aliuing Elephant with many other thinges, who a- 
gaine regratulated him with Dogs, and certaine 
payres ot hand Guns, made in the Low:Countries, 
and fo the Peace was publiſhed, and the Articles 
broughc to the King to Leopolis, the Camperemai- 
ning yet firme, and the Coffackes continuing in 
their quarters. EL 

Ac laſt the Turke retired his Army, and dinerted 
the Tartars, whoall this while ſpoyled and burned 
the Countrey, hee alſo promiſed great guifts to the 
Coſlackes, which ſhould heereaftcr be ſent by Le- 
gations, and whatſocuct was equally demaunded, 
was on the Turkes part moſt Princelygraunted ; all 
which points conſidered , maketh this matter al- 
moſt incredible ; For the like is nor found in the 
Turkiſh Hiſtories, and in eſpeciall, that the Empe- 
rourin perſon being in an expedition of ſuch pre- 
paration, ſhould condiſcend to ſuch Articles of 
Peace, and be contented to returne home fruſtrated 
and diſappoined, 

Buttheſe bee Gods ſecrets to preſeruevs, to the 
end that Chriſtendome ſhould not by our oucr- 
throw, bee further infeſted with Turkiſh Armies, 
For queſtionles if wee had fayled either in our 
Campec,or incouaters, hee had pafſcd without con- 
trole, and the plaine Countrey would quickly hauc 
bcene ouer-runne byrheir multitudes, and outragi- 
ous Tartars who thought vpon nothing. butruine 
and deſtruQtion : what ſhould I infiſt more w_

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this matter ? great Peace hath imbraced vs, ind 
comfert lighted vpon our heades vnlookr for : Our 
Campe ſhall be broken vp, and we dayly cxpe the 
Turkes Legate,for whom the IHkefirious Prince'//a- 
diflans tarries, as we ſuppoſe to-condudt himto the 
King, who will abide 8. dayes at Zeopolss to giue or- 
derfor the diſcharge of the Souldiers, and ſerling 
of other matters behoofefull, partly for theſe Pro- 
uinces, partly for the good of Moldauia,and Podo- 
lia, with theſe of Bogdonia, who arcall included.i 
the Articles. 

After the diſpatch of theſe: affaires; the King ih- 
tenderh to returne to Varſaw, as recciuing Letters 
out of Sweden, which are nor altogether pleaſing 
vntohim : In the megane while the Gentlemen and 
Maſters are diſmifſed,and many Souldiers, who are 
yet inthoexpedition haue order to returne, anda 
generall, Commaundement is gone out to hauc 
Prayers and Procefſions in euery Church, yeaI am 
ſure by to that time the newes came Cracow,and 0- 
ther Cittics, they will not ſpare for Bonfiers, and 
make a generall reioycing in cuery place. 


I know that theſe thinges will bee acceptable ti- 
dings to your Honour, the enent of other caif_s I 
will hereafter ſignific - Send the Conditions of 
the Peace, or if you will che Articles of agreement,” 
and diligently write what elſe ſhall bee worth the 
relating, as I encounter with ſuch, as come out of 
the Campe : All Idefirenow is, thatthis my dili-

1. I Nprimis, Staxiſlew Salſbowkis Secretarias Re- 
gius, (hall exec goe with the Turkiſh Em- 
perour vnto Conftentinople, there to attend the 

comming of a great Ambaſſador, which the Kings 

Majeſty ſhall ſend, and the faid Ambaſſador ſhall 

alwayes remaine at the Sacre Porte, like the Ambaſla- 

dors of other Chriſtian Potentates: and inthis re- 
ſpe a principall Chawſe ſhall preſently be diſpat- 
ched to goe wittrour Comes vnto his Ma- 
tefty, and a great Turkiſh Ambaſſador follow, to 
the end that Pats —_ parte,which arc all 
recorded, may bee {worne vnto, confirmed, aud 
ratcficd, 

2. To theend thatthe Cofſacks may nothence- 
forth damnifig che Turkiſh Empire: both fides bind 


them- 
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chemſclues ts prevent the ſame: 'and fo oft as the 
Turkiſh Emperour in this reſpe fhall haue cauſe 
co requirethe adminiſtration of Iuſtice, the Kings 
Maictly ſhall becobliged to performe the ſame.

And if his Maiteſty ſhall baue ſuch occafion, then 
ſhall the Tatrarsafliſt him againſthis enemies: Ina 
word, they ſhalbeobliged'ro ſerue the Kingdome.

6. Vnto allthofe 'whictyare the Turkes enemies, 
ſhall the King and Kingdome of Poland;be likewiſe 
Enemies, and a friend vnto all his Friends : and in 
the ſame manner ſhall the Turkiſh Empcrour be 
obliped to the Crowne of Poland. - 

 -1*All rheſe Conditions were fiwornieby the faid 
Commiſſioners, and they were written m Poliſh, 
Tarkiſh;and Latine, and the following great Am- 
baſſadors inlike manter f&74 renrnargzne on botti 
pant ſhall conflrme\the fame, and contirlue'the 
maintaining of'vhe ancient Pa/74 by their Oathes : 
They were alfo-vnder-written by the Viccer of the 
Army of Turkes, the Mufty, nl a Doctor of Law :- 
but on our ſide, by Stanglane Zor ar micks; Caftellan of 
Belen, and Iametot Sobuicks the Palatine, Sonne of 
Lubelski,in the name of the Kings Maicfty,and of the 
Generall Staniſlane Lubomirski, Captaine of Zanda- 
iy : with the other Commiſſioners deputed. 


. Thus (gentle Reader) thou haſt likewife the laſt 
Letter wich the conditions of peace, as they were 
then ratified by the Turks, and King of Poles Com- 
miſſtoners : there wereallo read in publique the old 


contracts, 
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contraQs, containing the limitation of their King- 
domes, and the mentioning rhcir friends and ccn- 
federates, with all tributary Prouinces, and many * 
other things impertinent at theſe times: all which I 
haneomitted to trouble you withall,reſoluing only 
to fatisfic you with a plaine truth of the end of the 
Warre, andto tell you a wonder in the making the 
truce: the vic is meerely to ſer out the glory of God, 
who can turne the frame of heauen about, and bring 
that to paſſe with caſinefle, which the wiſedome of 
man thinkerh impoſſible, and the pollicy of King- 
domes determineth to contriue another way: and 
to diſcredite the oſtentation of Princes, who out of 
their owne preſumption can boaſt of great marters : 
but when the cauſe comes to bee decided in the 
Court of Heauen, they are laughed to ſcorne, and a 
contrary ſentence condemneth them as delinquents 
to the Maieſtic of God, and offenders againſt their 
-pwne ſoules and conſciences. 

Since this , I haue alſo receiued other Letters a- 
mongſt the Marchants from Conſtantinople, dated 
the 10. of December, which make mention of the 
Grand Signieurs being at Andfinopolis , but is not 
yet come to the great Citie : onely the Haga of Ia- 
nizarics, and certaine Othcers of the Scralio arc ar- 
rived to prepare the Pallace, and clenſe the Towne, 
that both Court and Citie may be fit for his enter- 
tainment. And amongſt thereſt, there is one thing 
moſt remarkable , that his Vnkle 14uftapha, when he 
was depoſcd, did Propheſic of this peace: and in a 
manner foretolde, that the Ortemay Empire was at

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thehigheft,and ſhonld no further enlarge the ſunne] | 
but _ decline,and ſce their renowne thadquet 
with malignizy of time: But becauſe his Spirit was 4 


notanſwerablc to his greatnes, the Ianirarics neg. 
Ieted him: nor his wiſdome for lacke of publicke 
conucrſation, as being m—__ kept Priſoner, ſatiſ- 
faQtory tothe gouernment, hee was the ſooner pur 
downe, and fo as yet he remaines vnſtrangled, and 
peraduenture vnreſpeted, 

There now remaines no more, but for the Poles 
to fortefie their confines, &ftand vpon their Guard 
for all this Contra of amity, and treatice of 

urification, conſidering the fry of Nations, that 
Be Eaſtward from them, whe either arc enemies to 
ChriſtianReligion as Idolaters, and Mahumerans : 
or indeed of no Religion, as running the violenc 
race of Sauagenes andbeaſiialliry, all which good 
care and vigilancy will preuent, cor.fidering as I 
haue often ſaid, they arenaked men, haue no Diſci- 
pline, and are to ſecke when they come to Trenches 
and Forrtifications : Yet for allthis good ſucceſle : 
and proſperous cucntof the Warre 2? I would nci- 
ther haue them too preſumprtuous, or clated, as 
though their owne Arme of Rel had done it : nor 
timerous orexanimated though they heare ofthe 
Turkes preparation againſt them. For it is not the 
found of 2. or 300000. of.mcn can conquer Coun- 
tries and Kingdomes, but the extraordinary vyalour 
of well diſciplined Souldiers, nor arc they likewiſe 
to boaſt wich the Sweens that they can licke vp the 
duſt of Sam4/is,and wuanslerre the Diadems of Prin-

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_ ce5at Gat pantk, but to know there is a God of 
Batrailes, that made Gzcons 300.0ucrrunne the Ad;-
